, A writer ia the Western Rural ha« 
an »rticl« on 'Wintering Colts,' -which, 
in the main, in excellent, but, like-an 
excellent orange, peach or apple, a part 
of it had better not be swallowed. He 
•ays, 'Remember never to feed yonr 
colts turnips or carrots in the fall and 
•winter,' but forbears to give any reason 
for the earnest caution. 


I sold a colt last winter at seven 


months old, for $100, that had eaten 
one qnart of cleaned and finely cut j 
turnips, raw, per day from weaning, 
and one quart of ungronnd, raw oats 
mixed therewith ; and for three or four 
of the last weeks, just doable that 
•mount per day of each, besides the 
hay he wonld eat np clean ; and he was 
'as square and well filled out ns a six- 
year old stallion,' and as large as ninny 
two-year olds, measuring 13i hands 
high at five months old, and as 'nimble 
as a lark.' If turnips were very bad, 
the colt must have been very smart to 
have done so well in spite of them.— 
The fact is, carrots, turnips nnd other 
roots, are just as necessary for brutes, 
as for human beings. What do we find 
becomes of our soldiers and sailors, 
when for a long time they are deprived takes its name. 
of veg»tables "T Do we find them heal- 
thy, vigorous, and free from external 
and internal diseases ? 
By no means. 


A score of diseases march right along, 
and damage tliem more than a whole 
regiment of two-legged rebels.

months old, to a near neighbor, who 
wintered him entirely on hay and car 
rots, and 'lie came out first rate, no 
very poor, nor very fat, but in goo< 
condition, fleek nnd smooth, (UK! wel

of us feed no srain to 'work horse*. 
only hay and roots all through 'spring 
work,' nnfl they look 'well cared for, 
and do first rate.— ~\~ennonter.
